- Lord Grenvitte, after expreffing his admiration of 
the eloquence of the illuftrious perfonage who had juft 
fpoken, obferved, that between him and his Royal 
Highnefs there could perfonally be no debate, becaufe, 
between them, there was no equality. ;

— He 
declared, amongit a great number of other {trong things, 
that the flave’ carrying “fhips were peftilential jails, in 
which human life was wafted and profufely {quandered 
away. 
Lord Tuuarcow replied to the Bithop of Rochetter, 
and oppofed the bill on a variety of grounds. He faid, 
that he could not fee'that in the belt fyftem of morality, 
and the pureft fyitem of religion which had ever appear- 
ed, the Chriftiay religion, there was any prohibition a- 
gainft flavery like that which had been argued by the 
Reverend Prelate. With refpeét to the prefent bill, he 
could not think it at all calculated for any thing like the 
purpofes which it profeffed to have in view. He was 
very fevere upon the Sierra Leona company, their picty 
and profeflions, and ridiculéd fuch a pretenfion from a 
corporation fo new as theirs. After a great number of 
general obfervations, he concluded with expreflitg his 
decided difapprobation of the bill, arid faid that the prin 
ciples on which-the Reverend Prelate had argued were 
thofe of the rights of man.

The Commiflary’s clerk, who brought him his 
paffport to depart, pave him exactly the fame accouny 
which he alfo got from a third perfon. 
“ This man has frequently carried Frenchmen from 
hence, and was always permitted to landand go where 
he wifhed. I cannot however fuppofe that the precau- 


tion ufed on this occafion, augurs any thing unfavour- 


able to Great Britain; and if an action has taken place, 
which we very much doubt, I truft our next difpatches 
from the Mediterranean will do away any anxiety we 
may fuffer. Indeed I think there is little reafon to ex- 
peét fuch an event, as I have recited from Singleton 
verbatim ; and as he'was not fuffered to land, as here- 
tofore, I think we may prefume.that our enemies took 
fuch precaution to prevent the communication of fome 
bad news which they have received.

THE EFFECT OF ‘THE INCOME TAX ON THE

The income tax, could it be accurately colleéted, is 
certainly the moft equitable that could well be devifed. 
it has many obvious advantages over every other tax 
that has yet beea laid othe public, feveral of which 
have been taken fiotice of in this, as well as other perio 
dical publications ; but there is-one material confequence 


tion, it will prevent the price of land from falling be- 
neath its proper value. 

Great part of the monied men in Britain confilt of 
gentlemen, who, from fmall beginnings, have made for- 
tunes in the Eaft or Weft Indies. Many of thefe 
being bachelors, upon coming home, vefted their money 
in Government ftocks, from which they drew their in- 
terefl, without the finalleft. deduction. They at the 
fame time got fice of molt of the public taxes, by keep- 
ing no eftablifhment or houfe of their own, but living in 
hired lodgings in London ordome other large town. 
A perfon, in this way, might have had 50,000!. or 
00,0001. in the ftacks, with an income of 2s500l. or 
soocl. a-year, and not have paid perhaps above 51. or 
tol. a-year to Government in taxes, while a landed 
gentleman, living in the country, was obliged to' keep 
his carriage and horfes,. with an -eftablithment of fer- 
vants, and was fubjected to land: tax, tithes, poor rates, 
and many other heavy burdens. 


per advantages. If his* income in the flocks is 25col. 
or 5000l, a-yzar, he will be inno better, or rather a 
worfe fituation, than a landholder with the fame rental. 
Both will pay ten per cent. oa,their income, ot 2 sol. 
or sool. a-year.to Government; but from this iocome 
the latter is allowed to deduét the land-tax and the 
public burdens, as well as the'expence of colleéting his 
rents, paying only ten per cent. on the neat balance ; an 
allowance is even made him for improving ‘his eftate. 

In feveral refpects, therefores'the landed gentleman 
is now in a better fituation than. the ftockholder of 
per cents. ‘The income of the Jatter ne¢er can increafe 


by any fortunate circumftance whatever, and the prin- 


cipal or price of ftock, by the unavoidable fall. io time 
of war, matt frequently be‘diminifhed ; whereas, from 
an experience of above a century paft, it is found, that 
the rent of land, notwithftanding ail our wars, has been 
invariably on the increafe,-and the walue of an eftate, in 
the {pace of 20 years, nearly double. 

Hence it appears, that the price of land, inftead of 
fallingy.mult naturally rife, in confequence of the income 
tax. Hence, alfo, it is evident, that it is now the intereft 
of monied. men: to inveft their fortunes in land rather 
than in flocks, of which the income never can increafe, 
and the principal itfelf is fo liable to depreciation. 

I: is furprifing this idea has not itruck the monied 
men fooner ; it; however; needs-only to be fuggelted.—
